cured one true cancer, either occult or ul- 
cerated. It ſometimes alleviated the pain, 
and in ſome few caſes it was imagined to

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given by itſelf; many of the ſores came 
to a better ſtate than I ever expected to 
have ſeen them; and in three caſes, where 
there was reaſon to ſuſpect that the bones 
were affected, the ſores healed: by conti- 
nuing the uſe of theſe two medicmes for 
four or five months.

Painful ulcer of the noſe, which had ſpread 
and corroded a great part of the integuments 
of one of the eyelids. 2. Of another gen- 
tleman who had a violent pain on one fide 
of his face, about the antrum highmoria- 
num. 3. Of a lady who had large angry 
pimples on her face, and à number of 
ſmall ſteatomatous tumors on her ſcalp, 
and at the ſame time laboured under the 
fluor albus; who all three received 
great benefit from the uſe of the cicuta. 
And he ſays, that it cured a rheumatic 
pain in the arm, which had continued 
long; and that he had ſeen it of ſervice 
where there were ſymptoms of 'tubercles 
beginning to form in the lungs. | 

Dr. Bergius mentions, that it has no

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| Cinara, Scolymus—L1N. Artichoke. The 
leaves and ſtalks of the artichoke contain 
a bitter juice, which is very- diuretic, 
and has long been eſteemed a good remedy 
for evacuating the water of dropſies by 
urine. This juice is got by maſhing the 
leaves and ſtalks, and then ſqueezing 
them in a preſs z and afterwards by 
ſtraining it through a cloth: it is com- 
monly ordered to be mixed with white 
wine, and is given from half an ounce to 
an ounce for a doſe; which is repeated 
twice or thrice in the Oh as the ſtomach 
will bear it. 

The leaves and ſtalks enter as an ingre- 
dient into many of the diuretic decoctions, 
which are prepared by the country people 
in many of the counties. The following 
decoction, the preparation of which was 
long kept as a ſecret by a perſon at Ando- 
ver, is ſaid to have carried off the water 
from ſeveral people labouring under the

Laurus, CF N. The cinna- 
mon tree grows in the iſland of Ceylon, 
and in other places of the Eaſt Indies. It 
reſembles very much the common hazel 
nut tree in this country; the bark has a 
ſtrong flavour, the wood ſcarce any. The 
bark comes to us rolled up in long canes; 


it has a ſweet, Pleaſant, warm, aromatic 
taſte, 
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taſte, with a ſmall degree of aſtriugency. 
It contains a fine, fragrant, aromatic, eſ= 
ſential oil, of which from one to two 
drams may be got from a pound of einna- 
mon, and likewiſe earthy, gummous, and 
reſinous parts. An ounce of cinnamon 
infuſed in boiling water, gives a pleaſant, 
ſweet, aromatic tincture, that has a degree 
of aſtringency, and a ſtrong flayour of 
the cinnamon; and this water inſpiſſated, 
leaves about a dram of an extract which 
ſtill retainsa ſmall degree of aſtringency, but 
has loſt moſt of the flavour and taſte of the 
cinnamon in the evaporation, Spirits ex- 
tract a deep tincture, that is highly im- 
pregnated with the aromatic flavour, mix- 
ed with the pungent, ſweet, and ſubaſtrin- 
gent taſte ; and by evaporation yields about 
a dram and a half of an extract. 
Cinnamon is a very uſeful and pleaſant 
aromatic, more agreeable both to the taſte 
and to the ſtomach than moſt other medi- 


cines we have, belonging to this claſs ; like 
other aromatics it is antiſeptic and cor- 
dial: by its gentle aſtringency it proves 
at excellent cordial and corroborant, both _ 
3 | to 
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to the ſtomach and inteſtines. It has been 
much preſcribed in diarrhœas and dyſen- 
teries, both on account of its i 4 
and antiſeptic qualities. | 

We have in our diſpenſatory both a im- 
ple and a ſpirituous water, which are im- 
pregnated with the volatile aromatic prin- 
ciples, and part of the fine eſſential oil, and 
may be uſefully employed as antiſeptic 
cordials. We have too a tinffura cinnamomi 
drawn with ſpirits, which contains the 
reſinous and more active effential oil of this 
medicine, with a ſmall degree of aſtrin- 
gency, which may be given from a dram 
to half an ounce, as an aromatic cordial; 


CON ELLA. 


Coccinella, Cochineal we a have 
in ſmall dark- coloured grains, which were 
long imagined to be the ſeeds of ſome 
plant; but are now known to be ſmall inſets 
found adhering to ſeveral ſorts of trees in 
Mexico and New Spain; and they have 
ſince been found in ſome of the provinces 
of North America, They have been ſtrong- 


ly 
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ly recommended as cordial and diaphoretic; 
but are now little regarded for any medical 
virtues they poſſeſs, being only uſed to 
give a fine red colour to watery infuſions, | 
ſpirituous tinctures, and waters. 
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Colchicum autumnale—LIx. Meadow ſaf- 
fron. An oxymel prepared by infuſing an 
ounce of this root, after it had been cut 
and bruiſed, in a pint of wine vinegar for 
forty-eight hours, and then adding to the 
ſtrained liquor two pounds of honey, was, 
in the year 1763, recommended by Dr, 
Storck of Vienna, as an efficacious remedy 
for curing the dropſy; and caſes were re- 
lated which it was ſaid to have cured : and 
ſinee that time other practitioners have 
related caſes where it is ſaid to have acted 
as a powerful diuretic, The doſe ordered 
is from one to two drams, which 1s directed 
to be repeated three or four times in the 
day. I have often ordered this medicine 
to dropſical patients, but never ſaw it pro- 
duce any remarkable good effect. Moſt

' COLOCYNTHIS, Euch. 1 


Cucumis, Colocynthis==L1N. Coloquintida, 
or bitter apple, is che product of a plant 
of the gourd kind, growing in America, 
Egypt, Perſia, Torkey, and moſt of theſe 
eaſtern countries. The pulp, which is the 
part made uſe of, is a nauſeous, bitter, 


gummous, and reſinous parts; an, ounce 
containing, about half an ounce of gum- 
mous or mucilaginous, and four ſeruples 
of reſinous principles, according to Car- 
theuſer's experiments; who ſaz ay'S, that both 
the gummous and reſinous parts are purga 
tive, but the reſinous the ſtrongeſt: though 


Geoffroy alledges, that the reſinous parts 
occaſion more, violent gripes, but that a 
gurnmous extract is more purgative. .

with one pint of proof ſpirit, and then 
digeſting them with a gentle heat for four 
days; and afterwards by ſtraining and 
preſſing out the tincture, and diſſolving 
in it an ounce and a half of ſocotrine aloes, 
and half an ounce of ſcammony, which 
had been previouſly reduced to a fine pow- 
der; and drawing off the ſpirit, and inſpiſ- 
ſating the remaining maſs to a pilular con- 
ſiſtence. The common doſe of this extract 
is from fiye grains to twenty. It is a very 
briſk and a very ſafe cathartic; and joined 
to mercurius dulcis will often procure a 
paſſage through the bowels, after other 
medicines have been tried without effect. 
I have frequently ordered a ſcruple of this 
extract, and as much mercurius dulcis

| Colombaz i is the root of @ certain plant or 
ſhrub, growing either in the iſland of Cey- 
lon, or on the continent of Aſia oppoſite to 
it, which has. not hitherto been deſcribed 
by any European botaniſt.

Saffron contains a great deal of fragrant, 
volatile particles.

1117 
Neuman had denied the exiſtence of an 
eſſential oil in ſaffron; but Vogel affirms 
that he got about two ſcruples. from one

It abounds with gummous and . 
parts, which are intimately' united and 
combined with ſome ſaline matter that ren 
ders them entirely miſcible with' water, 
and with ſpirits.

By the account given by Mr. Gibſon, 
in the fourth volume of Medical Obſerva- 
tions and Inquiries, it ſhould ſeem that 
the efficacy of theſe poultices, when ap- 
plied to old ſores, is greatly increaſed by 
the patient uſing freely for drink an in- 
fuſion of malt, or wort.

This herb has long been eſteemed to be a 
moſt efficacious remedy againſt worms, in 
many parts of Great Britain. In the year 
1762, Dr. Charles Biſſet publiſhed an Eſ- 
fay on the Medical Conſtitution of Great 
. 4 Bri itain, 
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Britain, in which he mentions. his having 
often uſed this remedy; and ſays, that it 
is one of the moſt powerful medicines ſor 
expelling round worms, that ever he tried 
and that it is well known to the vulgar in 
the diſtrict of Cleveland, in Vorkſhire, 
where he reſides, who generally give it to 
their children when they ſuſpe@ them to 
have worms. 

It is uſed in decoction, or in poder: 
a dram of the freſh leaves boiled in water, 
or fifteen grains of the powder of the dried 
leaves, is the common doſe adminiſtered. 
to children between four and ſeven years: 
of age ; and the doſe. is uſually repeated: 
on two, and ſometimes on three ſucceſſive 
mornings. The fecond doſe has commonly 
a greater effect than the firſt, and never 
fails to expel round worms by ſtool, if 
there be any lodged in the alimentary 
canal; and it is often known to have this 
effect after the common worm melee 
have failed. 8 

The full doſe generally proves mote ot 
leſs emetic, and often looſens the belly 2 
Vox.

the laſt three years, Dr. Biſſet ſays, that 
he only uſed this medicine as a vermifuge, 
in form of a ſyrup, made by moiſtening 
the leaves of the freſh herb with vinegar, 
and then preſſing out their juice, which 
he made into a ſyrup with coarſe ſugar; 
and of this ſyrup he gave to children, from 
two to ſix years of age, one tea ſpoonful 
at bed-time, and one or two in the morn- 
ings of two or three ſucceſſive days; and 
that he increaſed or diminiſhed the doſe a 
little, according to the ſtrength of the 
patient. In this form it - ſeldom occaſions 


great fickneſs or vomiting. As tlris ſyrup

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ſeldom —— laxative in-any conſiderable 
degree, he combined with it an equal 
quantity of the ſpirituous tincture of thu- 
barb, which opened the body ſufficiently, 
and rendered purging after it unneceſſary;

This is a diſ- 
agreeable ſmelling, poiſonous, - narcotic 
plant, which has been uſed formerly as an 
external, diſcutient, and anodyne applica- 
tion to painful and hard tumours ; but was 
eſteemed to be of ſuch a noxious nature, 
that neither the plant itſelf, nor any of its 
preparations, were employed as internal 
e . re · 
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remedies, till the year 1762, that Dr. 
Storck, of Vienna, publiſhed an account 
of his having given with ſucceſs, au ex- 
tract made from the leaves of this plant, 
to thirteen patients, labouring under diſ- 
eaſes which had been deemed, incurable. 
He began with giving doſes of one grain 
twice in the day; and gradually increaſed 
the quantity till he gave ten, twelve, and 
even twenty. grains in the ſame ſpace of 
time; and he ſays, that only one of his 
patients, a woman who laboured under tu- 
mours of her legs, complained of its oc- 
caſioning cold ſweats, and dimneſs of ſight 
when ſhe took it, and that theſe ſymptoms 
always went off in a few minutes. : 

Dr. Bergius adviſes this extract to be 
rr. from the freſh juice; and ſays, that 
he has found it to be a uſeful remedy in 
palpitations of the heart, in the mania, 
and convulſions, given from on to wi 
grains for a doſG.

Nitre is often 8 to it to on 
operate more freely, and with greater eaſe 
to the patient ; and at the ſame time to 
increaſe the ſecretion by urine ; and gin- 
ger is frequently added to make it more 
cordial, and ſit eaſier on the ſtomach. 

The extract jalap ordered in the Lon- 
don Diſpenſatory, by having the tincture 
drawn with ſpirit added to it, contains 
both the gummous and reſinous parts of 

this drug. It is given in doſes from four 
to twelve grains, or more. If it be well 
rubbed in a mortar We an equal quan- 
tity 
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ty of peeled fweet almonds, its operation 
is muck milder than when given by itſelf, 
The #1fure of jalap, Ph. Lond. made 
with a proof ſpirit, contains ſo much of 
the gummy parts, as corrects the griping 
quality of the refin ; and it may be taken 
by itſelf, or mixed with ſyrop, from a 
dram to half an ounce. Tt is frequently 
added from the quantity of a dram or two 
drams 'to purgative draughts, in order to 
þ pong their operation. 

Bergins ſays, that a watery extract of 
jalap is a mild laxative medicine, of which 
ere is from fifteen to thirty grains.

Viola Ipecacuamba.- LI x. Ipecacuanha is 
a root brought from the Weſt Indies, the 
firſt account of which was publiſhed by 
Piſo, in his Natural Hiſtory of Brafil, ſt 
was brought into general uſe in Europe by 
Helvetius, about the year 1686. There 
are commonly reckoned three ſorts of this 
root: 1. The aſh-colouted. 2. The brown. 
And, 3. The white: but the aſh- coloured, 
7 or 
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or Peruvian, 1s what is commonly kept in 
the ſhops. urin 

This root contains both gummous and 
reſinous parts, in which its active prin- 
ciples ſeem to. be lodged. Cartheuſer ſays, 
that the bark of the root is the only ac» 
tive part; the fibrous woody parts being 
quite inert z and that by infuſing an ounce. 
of the bark of the root in water, he ex- 
trated three drams of gummous or mu- 
cilaginous parts; and that from the ſame 
quantity of bark a ſpirituous menſtruum 
extracted four ſcruples of a reſinous ſub- 
ſtance. 

Geoffroy, by infuſio g eight ounces of aſh- 
coloured, or Peruvian ipecacuanha in ſpirit 
of wine, got ten drams of reſin; and by 
infuſing a like quantity in water, he ob- 
tained three ounces and a half of a gum- 
mous extract, 

The emetic quality is principally lodged 
in the reſinous parts; for a watery in- 
fuſion, unleſs aſſiſted by ſuch a heat as 
to extract part of the refin, has little or 
no emetic quality; though it proves a 
mild cathartic, and has a ſmall degree of 

aſtrin- 
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aſtringency; But a ſpirituous tincture 1s a 
violent and rough emetic. 

This root is one of the mildeſt and fake 
emetics we are acquainted with, and is 
employed as ſuch from three or four grains 
to a ſcruple or half a dram, It has likes | 
wiſe been greatly recommended i in the eure 
of dyſenteries, given in repeated ſmall doſes, 
from one to three, four, five, or fix grains, 
three or four times in the day. 

But theſe ſmall doſes of ipecacuanha, 
though they ſometimes puke, and at other 
times keep up an increaſed diſcharge by 
ſtool, yet they ſeldom give effectual relief 
in the dyſentery, not being ſtrong enough 
to carry off thoſe putrid, corrupted. humours 
which are pent up within the bowels, and 
give riſe to many of the troubleſome ſymp- 
roms ; beſides, they generally keep up ſuch 
a nauſea, ſickneſs, and griping, that it 1s 
extremely difficult to prevail with pa- 
tients to continue, even for a ſhort time, 
the uſe of this medicine given in this 
manner: and in dyſenteric caſes I have 
always found it to anſwer better to give 1 
"Rouble or half a dram, or ſuch doſe as 
operated 
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operated freely as an emetic, and after its 
operation to give a full doſe of ſome mild, 
active, purgative medicine, ſuch as I have 
recommended in treating on the dyſentery, 
in my Obſervations on the Diſeaſes of the 
Army, in order to clear the reſt of _ 
alimentary canal. | | 

In habitual FE TEAR Dr. Fothergill 
has recommended to give, every morning 
while the patient is in bed, one grain, one 
grain and a half, or two grains of it in any 
common draught, which, he ſays, ſometimes 


acts as an emetic, and brings up bile; and 


ſometimes gives a few ſtools extraordinary; 
and that a ſmall baſon of thin gruel ſhould 


be given to promote its operation; and a 
cordial anodyne draught, if nothing forbid 
it, at night to ſecure reſt; and he ſays, 


a few doſes of theſe medicines generally 


reſtrain the diſcharge. But he obſerves - 
that ſuch doſes, or larger ones repeated 
once in fix hours, often make the diſeaſe

Dr. Akenſide e in the chro- 
nical ſpaſmodic aſthma, to give from three 
to five grains of ipecacuanha every morn- 


ing, 
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ing, or from five to ten grains every other 
morning, for a month or ſix weeks toge-

bave complained of the fatigue and nau · 
ſeauſneſs attending it, yet they found ſuch 


relief as to acquieſce in it, and ſometimes 


to defire to return to it Nur it had been 
laid aſide. 

Ot late a nation has ne 
keeping up a nauſea by means of ſmall 
doſes of ipecacuanha, or of watery ſolution 


of emetic tartar, was of great ſervice in 


promoting the cure of fevers, as well as 
of fluxes, from a belief that they affected 
the nervous ſyſtem, and were capable, of 


exciting the action of the extreme veſſels, 


and of increaſiug the ſecretions by the 
ſkin, and of the internal organs. Hitherto 
1 have nat found this method to anſwer my 
expectations, and I have always obſerved, 
that fuch a doſe of an emetic. as emptied 
the ſtomach freely, .and gave a ſhake to 
the whole frame, had a much better effed 


than thoſe frequent repeated ſmall doſes, 


whieh kept the patient in a difagreeable, 
_— . for hours tagether; and

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I am perſuaded that no practitioner of ex- 
perience, who has attended large hoſpitals, 
where he has had an opportunity of try- 
ing and ſeeing the effects of different me- 
dicines, will ever recommend this nauſeat- 
ing method for general practice in fevers, 
though it may be of back in Souls ren 
caſes. 
6 Geoffroy, in ths ſecond une of his 
Treatiſe on the Materia Medica, men- 
tions, that fix grains of this root ge- 
nerally vomits freely; and that ten 
grains vomit as powerfully as a ſcruple, 
nay as two ſeruples; and that therefore 
he thinks it uſeleſs to order larger doſes 
as an emetic. And'in the year 1757, Dr. 
Pye relates, 1 in the firſt volume of the Me- 
dical Obſervations and Inquiries, publiſhed 
at London, a number of caſes of patients 
labouring under fevers, diarrhesas, and 
dyſenteries, where: very ſmall deſes of this 
root, from one to eight grains, are ſaid to 
have operated as emetics in the moſt gentle 
manner, and with the greateſt good effects; 
fromwhencehe concludes that this medicine 
may be given from half a grain to fix grains, 
Vol. III. b with 
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with the utmoſt ſafety to perſons of all ages; 
and in the greateſt-ſtate of debility, Since 
the publication of Dr. Pye's obſervations, 
I have frequently ordered the ipecacuanha, 
in the ſmall doſes he recommends, but 
they have often failed of operating as I ex- 
pected; nay I have often ſeen ten or twelve 
grains have little effect, when ſome days 
after a ſcruple has operated freely on the 
ſame perſon ; I therefore now almoſt en- 
tirely confine the ſmall doſes to children, 
or people who are very weak; but where 
the patient is an adult, and ſtrong, and 1 
wish that he ſhould vomit freely, I gene- 
rally order from. fifteen to thirty grains of 
the powder, or from an ounce. to an ounce 
400 a half of the tinctureG.

He ſays, 
that it acts as a ſtrong diuretic, and at the 
ſame time keeps the body open; and he 
mentions twenty-four caſes in which it 
was adminiſtered, He began with giving 
two grains, four times in the day, and 
pradually increaſgd the doſe, till the pa-

rope, and trials made of it, to aſcertain its 
virtues. The Indians in North America 
communicated to the late Sir William 
Johnſon an account of the effects of this 
root, in the lues venerea, which has ſince 
been publiſhed in the fourth quarto volume 
of Linnzus's Amcenitates Academicæ. By 
this account, a ſtrong decoction 1s ordered 
to be made with four, five, ſix, or more 
roots of this plant, and the decoction to 
be drank in large quantity, every morning 
for a fortnight or three weeks, or longer. 
If the decoction ſhould prove too ſtrong, 
and purge, it is then ordered to be made 
weaker by lowering it with water. The 
patient 1s directed to waſh himſelf with the 
decoction, as well as to drink it, and to 
live on a ſpare vegetable diet during its 
uſe. 

Since this publicationof Linnea I have 
heard no further account of its effects, nor 
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of its having been tried by any European 
practitioner. It is certainly to be wiſhed 
that a ſufficient quantity of this root was 
imported into Europe, and that proper 
trials were made to aſcertain its virtues ; 
for ſhould it produce the effects alledged, 
it would undoubtedly be a very valuable 
acquiſition to the materia medica.

Feverfew 
is a bitter plant, which agrees much with 
the chamomile in its virtues, but is more 
viſcid and emollient, and not fo ſtrong a 
bitter; it has been much recommended in 
hyſterical fits, and in uterine obſtructions, 
and for the cure of intermittent fevers. 
S. Paullus recommends greatly the uſe of a 
decoction of this herb with chamomile 
flowers, in hyſteric caſes, and for pro- 
moting the lochia after child- birth.

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Geoffroy gives it great praiſes as an uterine. 
medicine; he orders from ten grains to 
two ſcruples of it in powder, for a doſe;

infuſed in ſpirits, an ounce of the herb 
yields about fifty grains. The tincture has 
the flavour of the mint, and the warm, 
aromatic, bitteriſh taſte ; infuſed in water, 
an ounce yields three drams; and the 
tincture or infuſion has a ſtrong ſmell of the 
mint, and a weak, bitteriſh, ane 
taſte.

MEZ EREUM. Cortes Radicis. 


- Daphne Mexerium —LIN. Menereon, 
or Spurge Olive, Formerly the bark, 
leaves, and berries of this plant were em- 
ployed as purgative medicines; but are now 
never uſed on account of the roughneſs of 
theit operation ; but the root has, for theſe 
twenty years paſt, been much employed as 
an ingredient in antivenereal decoctions, 
given for removing nodes on the bones, 
and other venereal complaints which have 
remained after the uſe of mercury. W 
A decoction (or diet drink, as it has been 

called) had long been uſed at Liſbon, 
which had acquired great reputation for the 
cure of the vengreal diſorder,” Its receipt 

Lk Was 
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was kept a ſecret till the year 1766, that 
the late Dr. Alexander Ruſſel and myſelf 
communicated, unknown to each other, 
receipts of it to the medical ſocieties of 
London and of Edinburgh, which were af- 
terwards publiſhed in their works, and had 
come to us through different channels; and 
the only difference betweenthe two was, that 
the one given by Dr. Ruſſel to the ſociety 
in London contained two drams of cori- 
ander ſeed, which the other did not.

The receipt which I ſent to the ſociety 
at Edinburgh, was as follows: 


Take three ounces of each of the. roots 


of ſarſaparilla, and of red and white ſaun- 
ders; half an ounce of mezereon root, and 
as much of liquorice root; an ounce of 
each of the woods of guaiac, rhodium, 
and of ſaſſafras; and two ounces of crude 
antimony; mix them, and infuſe them in 
ten pints of boiling water, for twenty - four 
hours, and then boil down the liquor to 
five pints (five pounds), and ſtrain it 
through a cloth, and let the patient take 
from a pint and a half to two quarts 
_— TIE Nr | 2 
ve. At 
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At the time I ſent this receipt! to the 
medical ſociety, 1 had only uh this me- 
dicine in one caſe of a thickening of the 
tongue, which had begun from a venereal 
complaint, and had been treated with mer- 
cury without effect, but had been removed 
by" the uſe of this decoction. Since that 
time I have often uſed it in caſes of bloteh · 
48, nodes, ulcers; &c. which have remained 
after mercury had been uſed freely in ve⸗ 
nereal complaints; and in general it had a 
good effect. At firſt J ordered the decoc- 
tion to be made with all tlie ingredients, 
but afterwards I commonly ordered only 
three ounces of the farſaparilla, and a dram 
of the meꝛereon root, to be infuſed for a 
night in three pints of boiling water, and 
in the morning to be boiled to a quart; ad- 
ching; a little time before it was taken from 
the fire, a dram of bruiſed liquorice root; 
and after it was ſtrained, fixty drops of 
antimotial wine; and mode the patient 
drink: this quantity daily. FEM 
Some people have alledyod, that theſe 
decoctions cure the venereal diſorder with- 
out the aſſiſtance of mercury; but I never 
: ſaw. 
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ſaw them produce good effects in venereal 
caſes, unleſs the patients had previouſly 
taken mercury, 'or joined it to them. 
Quacks, who keep the receipts of their 
medicines private, have often added to 
their decoctions (which they alledged con- 
tained no mercury) ſolutions of the corro- 
five ſublimate mixed with honey, or ſyrups 
and vegetable mucilages, to increaſe their 
efficacy; it having been found that theſe ſub- 
ſtances, particularly honey, cover the harſh, 
taſte of the ſublimate, and prevent its exiſt- 
encein liquors, when in ſmallquantity, from 
being diſcovered by the common chymical 
experiments, uſed for that purpoſe. Dr. 
Ruſſel having uſed the Liſbon diet-drink 
with ſucceſs, in caſes of nodes, in St. Tho- 
mas's Hoſpital, where the late Mr. Girl 
the ſurgeon had introduced it, as an anti- 
venereal medicine, made feveral attempts 
to diſcover in which of the ingtedients the 
principal virtues were lodged ; aud at laſt 
he tried a decoction made with an ounce 
of the bark of the root of the mezereon, 
boiled down from a gallon and a half to a 
gallon (eight pounds) of water; adding to 

1 WE 
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it an ounce. of ſliced liquorice root, a little 
before it was taken off the fire, to cover 
the taſte of the mezereon. Of this decoc- 
tion he gave half a pint four times a day; 
and ſays, that he principally found it of 
uſe in the venereal nodes which proceeded 
from a thickening of the perioſteum, or 
covering of the bone, which is the : cauſe 
of moſt of thoſe tumors when recent; 
but where the bone itſelf was enlarged, it 
made no impreſſion on the tumour; nor did 
he find it of material uſe in removing other 
venereal ſymptoms, unleſs the corroſive 
ſublimate, or ſome other mercurial prepa- 
ration was uſed. This decoction, the Doc- 
tor ſays, is not nauſeous, nor did it diſa- 
gree with any ſtomach or conſtitution, nor 
ſenſibly increaſe any of the ſecretions, more 
than the ſame quantity of any ſmall li- 
quor would have done; unleſs in one ot 
two caſes, where it proved laxative. He 
attempted' to increaſe the quantity of the 
mezereon, but the decoction did not then 
ſit eaſy on the ſtomach; and when he 
doubled it, it was ſo pungent that no ſto- 
mach would bear it. |

and that it imparts its gum- reſmbus, along 
with its fragrant, volatile, odoriferous parts, 
both to water, and to reQified ſpirits ; 
but that the gummous, or mucilaginous,

proſthotonos; this diſorder was ſuppoſed to 
have taken its origin from the patient hav- 
ing received a ſlight ſtroke of electricity: 
after ſne had taken variety of medicines, 
the fetid gums, caſtor, æther, oleum 
ſuccini, bark, ſteel, valerian, and many 
other medicines, beſides uſing the cold 
bath, and other means which were thought 
might be of ſervice, the was cured by means 
of muſk, taken to the quantity of half a 
dram every four hours. The firſt doſe 
was hardly in her ſtomach when the fit 
began to abate ; ſhe had ſeveral flight re- 
turns, which were always rene by the 
muſk taken in a volatile jule f.

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Eaſt Indies. The word opion or opium 
ſhould ſeem to be derived from the Greek 
word org, the ſap or juice of any plant, 
it being the eros run xo&un, the inſpiſfated 
juice of the poppy heads; and it has been 
called ſimply opion, the juice, on account of 
its being ſo much more efficacious in pro- 
curing ſleep and eaſing pain, than the juice 
of all other plants; in the ſame as the 
Engliſh fay the bart, meaning the bark of 
the Chincona tree of Peru, on account of 
the powerful effects it has in euring inter- 
mittent, and other fevers. As 1 have al- 
ready confidered opium when J treated of 
the gum- reſins, I ſhall paſs it over at pre- 
fent without further notice, and go on to 
conſider the other Piet EAgS made Ben 
the poppy. 

Another infpiffated juide got oer the 
poppy is called meconium, which is either 
made by inſpiſſating the expreſſed - Juice of 
the heads, leaves, and other parts of the 
plant; or by evaporating the juices ex- 
trated from the poppy heads or leaves, by 
boiling in water till they acquire a phoper 


conſiſtence. The name meconium, which 
has 
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has been given to theſe inſpiſſated Juices, 
comes from the word  wmwi, Which ſigni- 
fies the plant of the poppy. The opium 
and the meconium have been often ch. 
founded by authors ; but Dioſcorides and 
Pliny have both clearly pointed out what the 
ancients meant by theſe two words. And 
Dr. Alſton, in his paper on opium, which 
is inſerted in the fifth volume of the Edin- 
burgh Medical Eſſays, obſerves, that both 
the extract, and the thickened expreſſed 
juice, differ very much from e ee . 
ſcarcely any way reſemble it. 

The inſpiſſated expreſſed raice is aledgs 
ed to have been often fold for opium; and 
- opium has been often adulterated with 

. 1 do not know that any inſpiſſated 
155 of this kind has for many years been 
imported into this country, or that any 
preparation of this kind is made here. 

About forty years ago a Mr. Arnot, 
ſurgeon and apothecary, at the 'town of 
Cowper, in Fife, in Scotland, recom» 
mended, in the fifth volume of the Edin- 
burgh Medical Eflays, an extract to be 


made by boiling in water poppy heads 
| O 2 which 
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which had been collected with great care; 
and he ſays, that the extract made as he 
directs, is about half the ſtrength of the 
Turkiſh opium, and that it may be uſed 
in place of common opium; and that it 
is an excellent preparation for making ſy- 
rup of poppies with; as the ſyrup may 
always be made of the ſame degree of 
ſtrength withit; and that he had prepared for 
many years a ſyrup, each ounce of which 
contained two grains of the extract, which 
he reckoned to be equal to one of the com- 
mon opium. In the Edinburgh New Dif- 
penſatory an extract of this kind is ordered 
to be prepared, but it is not adopted into 
the London. 

If opium, or an extract of 8 
be prepared from the poppies of this coun- 
try, the ſtrength of ſuch preparations may 
in part be aſcertained by cutting them 
into ſmall very thin pieces, and digeſting 
them in fourteen times their own weight 
of good proof ſpirit for a month, ſhaking 
the bottle daily; and at the end of that 
period filtering the tincture through paper, 
and evaporating it till it acquires the con- 

ſiſtence 
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ſiſtence of a thick extract; and then drying 
it, and weighing it, to know what its 
weight is to the weight of the opium or 
extract put into the ſpirit; twelve ounces 
of good Turkey opium yielding about nine 
of extract, which is the pure opium. 
In the London Diſpenſatory the white 
poppy-heads, when full grown, are order- 
ed to be dried, and the only preparation 
that is uſed as an internal medicine is the 
ſrup made with their decoction and ſugar; 
this ſyrup is a mild opiate and anodyne, 
and may be given as ſuch from two drams, 
to an ounce, or more. The poppy-heads 
are likewiſe often uſed in anodyne fomen-

„This is the bark of a tree that grows in 
Peru, which has got different names; it 
has been called kinakina, quinquina, Ching 
China, by the inhabitants gannana peride, 
and by Linnæus, in his Species Plantarum, 
cinchona officinalis, * 

It is a bitter, aſtringent, and ſomewhat 
aromatic bark, uſed by the natives of 
Peru, before the Spaniards came amongſt 
them. It was. firſt uſed by the viceroy's 
lady, in the year 1640, and introduced 
into Europe about the year 1649, by the 
Jeſuits, who ſold it at firſt, for an immenſe 
price. It was in great vogue for ſome time, 
and then fell into diſrepute, from its being 
indiſcriminately and injudiciouſly adminiſ- 
tered ; but has ſince. regained its credit, 
and is now in greater eſteem than ever. 

For a number of years the bark, which 
is rolled up into ſhort, thick quills, with 
a rough coat, and a bright cinnamon colour

In July 1782, Dr, William . pub 
liſhed an account of this red bark, in which 
he ſays, that the ſmall quill bark uſed in 
England, is either the bark of young trees, 
or of the twigs or branches of the old 


ones; and that the large bark, called the

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red bark from the deep colour, is the bark 
of the trunk of the old trees : and he men- 
tions a Mr. Arnot, who himſelf gathered 
the bark from the trees in Peru; and Monſ. 
Condamine, who gives an account of thetree 
in the Memoirs of the Academy of Sci- 
ences at Paris, in the year 1738, who both 
ſay, that taking the bark from an old tree 
effectually kills it; but that moſt of the 


young trees which are barked, recover, and 


continue healthy; and that for theſe rea- 
ſons the Spaniards now barked the younger 
trees for foreign markets, though they ſtill 
imported into Spain ſome of the bark of 
the old trees, which they eſteemed to be 


much more efficacious than what was got 


from the young. From theſe accounts 
Dr. Saunders concludes, that the large 


fed bark brought to London in the year 


1779, was of the ſame kind as that uſed 
by Sydenham and Morton, as it anſwers to 
the defcription of the bark uſed in their 
time, which 1s given by Dale, and other 
writers on the materia medica, who were 
their cotemporaries. Dr. Saunders ſays, 


that it is not only ſtronger and more reſi- 


I nous, 
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nous, but likewiſe more - efficacious ' and 
certain in its effect than the common bark, 


and had cured many agues after the other 
had failed. I tried this red bark in fome 


caſes, after it was introduced into practice in 


London, and found it to anſwer well ; but 
for ſome years paſt it has become very 
ſcarce, and difficult to procure genuine; a 
great deal of other bark having been co- 
loured, and paſſed on the public- for true 
red bark. | 
The Peruvign bark is a very ſtrong bit- 
ter, and its taſte continues long in the 
mouth ; it retains its bitter quality long, 
for Dr. Alſton ſays, that having infuſed a 
parcel of it for a year in water, and having 
ſhifted the water repeated times, at the 
year's. end he boiled it for ſeveral hours in 
water, yet it {till retained a good deal of its 
bitterneſs, owing to part of its. reſin re- 
maining in the bark, for from 102 grains 
he had only extracted by theſe infuſions 
23 grains, and had remaining 79; the 
boiling extracted four grains and a half 


more, and by iufuſing the reſiduum in al- 


cohol he got ſix grains more, and, had 


re- 
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remaining fixty-nine grains and a half; fo 
that we ſee its gummous parts are great, 
in proportion to the reſinous. 

Neuman in fuſed an ounce of bark in ſpi- 
Tit, and got thirty-eight grains and a half 
of reſin from it; and then he infuſed the 
ſame bark in water, and obtained twenty- 
two grains and a half of a ee EX» 
tract, 

He at the fans time PP) a freſh 
ounce of bark, firſt in water, and got thir- 
ty-two grains and a half of extract; and 
when he afterwards infuſed it in ſpirit, he 
got twenty-two grains and a half of reſin, 
Carthbeuſer, who repeated theſe experi- 
ments, tells us, that by the firſt ſpirituous 
infuſion he obtained fifty-two grains of re- 
ſin, and by the firſt watery infuſion thirty- 
ſeven grains of gummous extract. He at- 
tributes the difference of quantity of reſin 
and extract obtained by Dr. Neuman and 
himſelf, to the difference of the quality of 
the bark they uſed. | 
Bobmerus ſays, he got near two Sun by 
the firſt watery infuſion; but then he boiled 
the bark after infuſing it, by which means 
| he

Dr. V. Saunders, who * IHE expe 
riments with equal quantities of the com- 
mon quill bark, and of the red bark, tells 
us, that the red bark made a ſtronger de- 
coction than the quill; and that it yielded 
to ſpirit eleven and twelve reſinous parts, 
while the other only yielded ſix and A | 
and ſeven and a half.

From this analyſis Dr. Geoffroy eon- 
cludes, that the bark contains a large por - 
tion of acid, mixed with a pittance of a 
volatile alkali, and à large Portion of an 
oily matter, of which principles the reſit 
(which makes one-fourth part of it) is 
compoſed. The gummous part is in fmall 
quantity; and he ſays, that an infuſion of 
the bark tinges blue paper of a feddifſfr co- 
lour: from whence he concludes, that there 
is a ſuperabundant quantity of acid among 
the oily parts, and on theſe principally its 
virtues depend. It is uſed in various forms; 
in ſubſtance, in infuſions, in decoctions, 
in tincture, and in extracts. Many authors 
think that by boiling, the finer parts are 
evaporated ; and that therefore decoctions 
and extracts made by a long application of 
heat, are leſs efficacious than other prepa- 
rations ; and Dr. Bergius, for this reaſon, 
fays, that an infuſion of bark, made by 
pouring hot water over it, and letting it 
ſtand without boiling, is preferable to all 
de- 
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decoctions; and that the | beſt extract is 
prepared by repeatedly pouring hot water 


over the bark, and then evaporating theſe 


infufions with a very gentle heat, to the 
thickneſs of honey. And he ſays, that 
what is called the effential ſalt of the cor- 
tex, obtained by triturating it very long in 


cold water, is a kind of extract; but is too 


expenſive, and does not repay the trouble 
that is taken in preparing it. | 
The bark is juſtly looked upon as the 
moſt ' efficacious and ſafe remedy for the 
eure of agues, or intermitting fevers, and 
often effectually removes periodical head 
aches, ſtomaeh- aches, hyſterical and hypo- 
chondriacal fits, and other diſorders which 
come and go at regular ſtated periods. 


It has likewiſe been found uſeful in

The Indian pink grows plentifully 
in the low rich lands of Carolina in North 
America. Its root, which has no taſte, 
was firſt uſed as an anthelminhie 50 wo 
Indians. 9 

In the year 1754, a [lens Hom Dr. John 
Lining, phyſician at Charles-Town, North 
Carolina, was publiſhed in the firſt volume, 
of the Edinburgh Phyſical and Literary 

Eflays; in which he mentions, that this 
fn root 
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root | is a" moſt excellent | remedy agaiuſt 
worms; and ſays; that it is given either in 
powder, or in infuſion, in bbiling water; but 

that the powder is the moſt effectual; that 
the doſe to a child of three years of age 
was twelve grains in powder, or a ſcruple 
in infuſion. As it has no taſte, it may be 
mixed with milk and ſugar, and given to 
children when they awake in the morning, 
in place of tea. The Doctor recommends: 

to give along with it ſo much rhubarb as 
will keep the body open, and likewiſe a 
few drops of ſome of the eſſential oil of 
rue, or of ſabin, or of wormwood, to pre- 
vent a vertigo, and other ſymptoms which 
have a diſagreeable appearance, though not 
attended with danger, which ſometimes 
come on after taking this medicine. He 
generally repeated the doſe of the medicine 

morning and evening, for ſome days, and 
generally with good effect; and he ob- 
ſerves, that in caſes where it did not expel 
worms, it remarkably relieved. the com- 
plaint of children which had raiſed the 
ſuſpicion of worms; and he ſays, that it 

has the advantage over other anthelminthies 
9} in 
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in being leſs nauſeous, and in being ſo ſafe. 
that it may be given in feyers, | . 
The ſymptoms which ſometimes PORN 
an over-doſe of this medicine are, a verti- 
go, and a pain in and oyer the eyes, and 
a convulſive motion of their muſcles, Which 
alarm, but generally go eff ſoon; and 
their removal is haſtened by giving the 
patient a ſmall quantity of ſome weak. ſpi 
rituous liquor, with a drop or two of ſome 
eſſential oil, or a little of a volatile {pirit, 
or ſome other gentle cordial. 250. [lim 1 
Dr. Garden, in the year 1771, publiſhed 
a further account of this medicine, in the 
third volume of the ſame eſſays, in which 
he ſays, that the doſe he gave to children 
was, from eight grains of the powder to a 
ſcruple, or more; and to adults, from a 
ſeruple to fixty or ſeventy grains; and in 
infuſion, to the quantity of two, three, or 
four drams, twice in the day; that he had 
given it in hundreds of caſes, and that he 
had never found it do much ſervice, la 
where it proved purgative. 
Previous to the uſe of 1 


Dr. Garden adviſes giving a vomit; on 
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he mentions, that he has known half a 
dram of this root purge as briſkly as 
the ſame quantity of rhubarb commonly 
does; and that where it has not this effect 
it is right to give ſome grains of mercurius 
ſublimatus dulcis, aud rhubarb, to open 
the belly, which renders its uſe ſafe, and 
removes all danger of convulſions of the 
eyes, although no eſſential oil has been 
added to the medicine. He obſerves, that 
it is in general ſafer to give a large than 
a ſmall doſe, for that large doſes ouly prove 
ſometimes emetic and violently cathartic, 
which clears the ſtomach and bowels; but 
that ſmall ones, by remaining within the 
body, ſometimes bring on giddineſs, dim- 
neſs of light, convulſions of the eyes, &c. 
the cure of which is a doſe or two of ſome 
warm, purgative medicine, to empty the 
bowels, and carry off the remains of the 
drug which gave riſe to theſe \ymptoms, 
as he has ſeen in ſeveral inſtances.” | 

The Doctor obſerves, that the longer he 
uſed this root, the clearer and more evi- 
dent proofs he had of its excellent effects

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in worm caſes ; by keeping, he ſays that 
it loſes its virtues in part. 


Dr. Home, of Edinburgh, in his 6 
cal Obſervations, mentions his having 


uſed this medicine, which he found to be 


a good anthelmintic. He gave it to eight 
patients, three of whom paſſed worms, 


the other five did not, but were relieved 


from thoſe complaints which were thought 
to have been the ſymptoms of worms, To 
children of eight years of age he gave ten 
grains of the powder, twice a day; and 
to adults, balf a dram, four times : it pro- 


_ duced no vertigo, dimneſs of fight, con- 


vulſion of the eyes, or any other ſymp» 
toms of a narcotic poiſon in any of his pa- 
tients, which he conjectures might have 
been owing to the root having been kept 
for ſome time before he uſed it, it having 


been brought from South Carolina. 


Hitherto I have never had an opportu- 
nity of uſing this drug, little of it having 


been brought to this country; nor have [ 


heard of other e Ja adnu- 
niſtered i it here.

 Rhamnus catbharticus.Lix. Buckthorn 
Berries have a nauſeous, bitter taſte, are 
cathartic, and have been recommended in 
dropſies. Their expreſſed juice is ordered 
in the diſpenſatory to be made up into a 


frop, which is ſometimes uſed as a pur- 
gative; but it is ſtill very nauſeous, not- 
withſtanding the ginger that is macerated 
in it. Taken as a purge it occaſions ſiek- 
neſs and gripes, and is not more effectual 
than many other purgative medicines we 
have; it is often uſed as an ingredient 1 in 


purgative elyſters.

of the ſtramonium to be prepared, and 
took himſelf a grain and a half of it, which

in the: mouth; on which he ordered a 
grain of it to be given two or three times 
in the day to ſome maniac people; and 
then he gave it to two people labouring 
under the epilepſy, one of whom got well, 
the other became worſe; ſince that time 
ſeveral accounts have been publiſhed of 
this extract having produced good effects. 
Dr. Odhelius, in the Swediſh Memoirs, 
mentions his having given to fourteen epi- 
leptic people, i in the hoſpital at Stockholm, 
from ſix to eight grains of it in the day; 
and he affirms, that eight of theſe patients 
were Cured,” five were relieved, and one 
only received n tio beneft; this, perhaps, 
is ſaying too mueli! Dr. Wedenberg, of 
Upſal, recommends the uſe of this extract 
in convulſive diſorders; and alledges, that 
be had ſeen good effects produced by giv- 
ing from four to ſixteen grains of this ex- 
tract daily. Dr. Bergius, in his Materia 
Medica, ſays, that he has ſeen maniacs 
reſtored/ to their ſenſes by the continued 
uſe of it; and tliat he has ſeen the deli- 
er . comes ſometimes after child».

They were often greatly 
mitigated, nay ſometimes ſeemingly per- 
fectly removed, but they generally return- 
ed in the ſpace of a few months, or at Toad 
within the year.

cuting ulcerations, and other diſeaſes of 
the kidneys, bladder, and other urinary 
paſſages, that one ſhould have imagined it 
to be capable of (curing every caſe of this 
kind, in which it was adminiſtered ; and 
he ſays, that even thoſe who, laboured 
under the ſtone received ſo much benefit 
from its uſe, that they made water eaſily, 
and without pain; but I am ſorry to ſay, 
after repeated trials made in various caſes, 
that I did not find it to deſerve the praiſes 
which Dr. de Haen has beſtowed on it; 
and that many practitioners have told me, 
that they have been greatly diſappointed 
in their expectations of the effects of this 
medicine. It is given either in ſubſtance 
or in decoction; in ſubſtance, from a ſcruple 
tor a dram; in decoction, from two to four 
ounces, five or ſix times in the day.

Winter's bark was brought to London in

As the nature- of our alla: wha: a us 
to examine all the different inſtruments of the 
medical art, we ſhould not have thought that 


we had diſcharged our duty to the public, 


unleſs we had drawn from modern chymiſtry 


whatever was thought to be uſeful, or would add 


improvement to phyſic. For theſe reaſons we have 


uſed our beſt endeavours to offer to the public, 
the chymical part of this work, not only free 
from errors, but more perfect and poliſhed, and 
better digeſted and arranged, than it has hitherto 


been with us. Nor has our attention been ſo 


much taken up with this, as to make us neglect 
or examine other things only in a ſlight or cur- 
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fory manner; for the compoſition of every par- 
ticular medicine has been ſcrutinized with the 
greateſt care and attention; and whatever ſeemed 
wanting, has been added; and whatever was thought 
to be: ſuperfluous, has been omitted; nor have 
we heſitated, in executing this part of our duty, 


to throw out whole formulæ which were uſeleſs, 


and to inſert others which were more efficacious; 
and have, at the ſame time, carefully avoided 
adopting any thing for the ſake of novelty, or of 
rejecting raſnly thoſe things which have been long 
ig uſe; we have endeavoured to; allow. as few. 


veſtiges of ſuperſtition to remain as poſſible; and 


if any thing ſuperfluous or uſeleſs be ſtill found 
ſeattered here and there, this was awing to our 


thinking it better to leave to our ſucceſſors to 
correct or reject it, than pertinaciouſly to contend, 


with opinions though depraved, yet harmleſs. 
We have every where ſtudied ſimplicity, and 
been particularly attentive in putting into the ſame 


compoſition only ſuch things as will mix eaſily, 
and tend to anſwer the ſame purpoſe; for theſe 
reaſons we have rejected ſome of thoſe pompous: 
and enormous antidotes, made up of innumerable 
ingredients, collected from every part of the 


world, and huddled together without judgment 


or reaſon, allowing ourſelves neither to be governed 


by long implanted prejudices, nor by too great a 
veneration for antiquity. 


The 
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The ancients were in perpetual dread of poi- 
ſons, and were ever in queſt of antidotes to pre- 
vent their bad effects; though, it is evident, they 
were acquainted: with but a few. In more mo- 
dern times the fate of poiſons: has been very dif- 
ſerent, for phyſicians, inſtead of having that fear 
of them as formerly, have of late years” been 
ſearching and examining: them, in hopes of find - 
ing amongſt them remedies capable of curing the 
moſt terrible diſorders incident to the human body: 
to one or two of thoſe recommended for theſe 
purpoſes, and of which we have made trial, we 
have given a place in this our work; and others 
we ſhould have made no doubt of recommending 
to our fellow citizens, had their virtues been as 
fully aſcertained; but to adopt medicines of this 
kind, which have not been ſufficiently tried and 
their effects particularly n would be the 
height of temerity. _. | 
The liberty we have taken, of giving new 
names to ſo many things, may ſeem reprehenſible, 


as moſt people are more willing to uſe thoſe they 
have been accuſtomed to, than new ones: the 


reaſon, however, of theſe changes was, That we 
wiſhed to baniſh all thoſe vain and inſignificant 
names which had been impoſed by the fancies 
of the chymiſts and of others That the title of 
every medicine ſhould point out more what it 
contained, than what it was good for, or to what 
part 
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part of the body it. wovld be of ſervice . And, laſtly, 
that nothing ſhould lie concealed under a title 
which did not belong to it. As to the three 
new names which, by our own authority, we have 
giyen to the three alkaline falts (one of which 
was uſed hy the ancients, and the other two are 
not very different from thoſe in common uſe); we 
have only to ſay, that. they have been adopted 
on account of convenience and brevity, and 
therefore we hope that phyſicians will - readily 
pardon this innovation; It cannot,” however, be 
denied but that apothecaries, and others, employed 
in the preparation of medicines will find theſe 
changes inconvenient and troubleſome, till they 
have been familiarized to them; but '(unleſs we 
are much deceived) their difficulties will ſoon 
ceaſe,-and habit will foon Nene aaa to forth 
more pleaſant and uſeful. * |
